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SCHOOLS, 


One of the most important of the duties 
and powers of the Northwest assembly is to 
provide and maintain an educational system 
in the territories. In conformity with the act 
empewerng the assembly in this matter, 
provision has from time to time been made 
for the establishment and maintenance of 
schools throughout the Territories which 
schools are now over 200 in number. 
Gealing with the support of schools the 
assembly saw fit--with the consent of the 
Canadian government—to provide that the 
amount raised by local taxation for teachers’ 
salaries should be supplemented by a certain 
proportionate amount drawn from the 
annual grant of the federal parliament for 
expenses of local government in the North- 
west. The inducement thus held out to the 


people of the Northwest to organize school | 


districts had the effect. of inducing the 
Organization of many districts whose effec- 
tive existence depended upon the fulfilment 
of the promises of assistance made by the 
assembly in its school ordinance, And to 
all the districts it was a matter of the great- 
est importance that the assistance given 
should be according to the terms of 
the ordinance. Some time ago a circular 
was received from Regina advising the sev- 
eral school districts to prepare for a possible 
decrease of 16 per cent, in the government 
grant, and also for the entire cutting off of 
an extra special grant made to what might 
be called poor schools. The reductions were 
expected to take effect after the first of July. 
This circular put the trustees of the school 
districts in a most difficult position and the 
members of the assembly in a position quite 
as difficult. The assessments for the year 
had already been made as the ordinance 
required and teachers engaged at a certain 
salary and it was impossible under the 
ordinance to levy @ new assessment to meet 
the obligations already ineurred in good 
faith, The members of the assembly were 
placed in the position of having promised 
What they were unable to perform and there- 
by led some of their constituents into ex- 
penditures in establishing school districts 
from which they would be unable to derive 
any benefit. It was no wonder that the 
circular brought forth an emphatic and 
unanimous protest from the local school 
authorities throughout the the territories, 
Which started the lieutenent-governor post 
haste to Ottawa to secure the wherewithal 
to mect the expected defticiency, The 
Regina Leader says he has secured an addi- 
tional school grant to the Territories for 
the yoar of $30,000, which will tide over the 
present difficulty, 


A very natural question for the electors of 


the Northwest to ask is; How comes 
it that when the assembly had prom. 
ised certain assistance to the school 
districts the exveutive refused, on the 


excuse of inability, to furnish the assistance; 
and how is it going to be in the future. Is 
the assembly or the licutenant-yovernor the 
controlling power in school matters? After 
this experience people are likely to be chary 

of incurring obligations on promises of 
financial assistance made by the assembly, 
The trouble has arisen out of the fact that 
the executive branch of the Northwest

jrotted. It isa fixed belief in the minds of 
‘all the Indians and many of the half breeds 
and white settlers that the strychnine which 
killed the wild animal in the first place has 
been absorbed by the grass growing from 
the ground upon which the body lay with- 
out losing its power; and that therefore the 
| poisoning of wild animals should be strictly 
| prohibited. Onthe other hand it is hetd by 
| many that the supposed absorption of the 
poison by the grass is utterly inspossible and 
that the deaths of stock which have occurred 
/ have been due to other causes, such as eat— 
!ing some poisonous weed, Ina recent issue 
of the Mail is some information from Prof. 
James Fletcher of the Central experimental 
farm bearing upon poisonous weeds which is 
interesting Lad may be useful in deciding 
the question. Thereis a poisonous plant of 


the parsnip tribe, known as cow-bane, 
musquash-root or beaver poison which 
grows wild in all parts of Canada, ind has 


been the cause of more deaths thanany other 
native plant. It has a smooth spotted leaf 
and alarge tuberous root. The stem is 
streaked and = spotted with purple. — It 
differs from cow parsnip, a hurmiless plant, 
in that the leaf of the latter is larger and 
has a downy surface, while the leaf and stem 
are not spotted or streaked, It would be 
well for those who do not believe in the 
strychnine theory to investigate this matter 
closely and find out if some wild plant is 
responsible for the fatalities among domestic 
stock usually charged against strychnine. 
It is just porns that the rankness of 
growth resulting from the decomposition of 
a poisoned animal’s body may give a poison- 
ous character to some ordinarily harmless 
weed, or that the poisonous weed is more 
apt to grow under such circumstances. 


CANADA supports an immigration depart- 
ment which expends some hundreds of 
thousands of dollars anuually ostensibly for 
the purpose of securing an increase of de- 
| sirable population, Canadian settlers in South 
Dakota who desire to remove to the North- 
west appeal to the Toronto board of trade 
instead of to the immigration department.

, the one side and the Saskatchewan on the 
ther. A great deal of the timber in all that 
region was burned last year and the high 
winds of this spring uprooted it, making an 
‘inost impassible brule. The burnt timber 
was mostly smalland serubby, There are 
still some good timber limits untouched 
along the river in locations which escaped 
the fires of twenty years ago or more when 
the region was first partially deforested. 
Another season or two of fires would turn 
the region into a grazing country. Colors of 
void were found along the Baptiste river, 
but no coarse gold. The geld found was at 
or near the surface, Although bed ruck was 
found in several places it showed absolutely 
no wold, After following the Baptiste to its 
head the combined party crossed over the 
outer range of the Rockies, oa the eastern 
slope of which it heads, to the Brazeau, only 
a few miles distantand ata very much lower 
level. The Brazcau was followed for four- 
teen miles above the point at whichit was 
struck but not even a color Was found on it. 
The party then returned and passing on the 
western side of the outer range from the 
head of Baptiste river followed a stream 
called Trout creek, which cuts through the 
outer range and flows along its eastern base 
in a south easterly direction to ,the Saskat- 
chewan, about 50 miles above the Mountain 
Fort. This creek and the lake in which it 
heads is stocke@ with the real speckled 
trout in ituamense numbers, On reaching 
the Saskatchewan it was followed down to 
the Mountain fort, Nothing was seen of 
Mijeau and Cunningham of St. Albert who 
were also after the reported find of coarse 
vold. Aboutfeight miles from the Mountain 
fort a party of six men with abont fifteen 
horses wos met. Their names were not 
learned but they gave it to be understood 
that they were ona fishing and shooting 
excursion to the mountains and had been at 
BKuifalo lake. They had left a cache of 
baggage atthe’ site of the Mountain Fort. 
\t the Fort the parties separated, Messrs, 
Walsh and Dixon coming down the Saskat- 
chewan to Edmonton in a canoe, Savard and 
Scegram took their pack horses back to the 
Little Red Deer and Messrs. Mulkins, Tims, 
Lamoureux and son and Caron returned to 
Fort Saskatchewan together, arriving there 
on Monday last after an absence of Messrs, 
NMulkins and Tims of two months and two

lake railway within 12 miles of town and 
Capt. Ross’ outfit was camped immediately 
in rear of the town awaiting a decision as to 
the location of the terminus before going to 
work. The town extends some three or four 
miles along the river and the pull is between 
the east and west end interests. It is said 
the Hudson's Bay Company representing 
the east end has offered 640 acres as a bonus 
for the location of the terminus on the H. RB. 
pipe while C. Mair offers 300 acres on 
vehalf of the west end. The only difference 
to the railway company is that the cast end 
terminus would mean two or three miles 
more of railway construction, without any 
corresponding increase in the cash bonus to 
be received from government. The rails 
will probably be laid into town about the 
middle of Avgust, 

Last season was the worst in the history of 
the navigation of the river on accourrt of the 
low water. The Northwest was unable 
to reach Grand rapids and the freight had 
to be brought by York boat over the Roche 
Rouge and Demi Charge rapids to the steam- 
er at the Narrows of Cedar lake. The Cum- 
berland freight was brovght up, but it was 
found impossible to get up to Prince Albert 
as there was only some fourteen inches of 
water on Tobin's rapids. She returned from 
Tobin’s rapids to Cumberland, where she 
was hauled out ofthe water and repaired 
during the winter under the superintendence 
of Capt. Smith, The repairs ineluded put- 
ting in 80 1 ew frames to replace the break- 
age of the season of 1888 and 20 or 30 new 
bottom plauks besides tninor repairs. The 
engines were also overhauled this spring by 
Mr. Levy betore leaving Cumberland, 

The Northwest left the H. B. Fort landing 
on Monday afternoon for Fraser & Co.'s 
landing to take onlumber, She started for 
Grand Rapids on Tuesday morning at day- 
light, with 22,782 pounds of fur belongitg tc 
the Hudson’s Bay Company for shipment to 
Winnipeg, and about 8,000 feet of lumber 
and 17 M shingles for the H. B. Co. and 
Dominion telegraph service at Fort Pitt. 
The passengers were: Mrs. D. Ross and two 
children for Fort Saskatchewan, A, 
Prince for Battleford and Mrs, ‘Taylor and 
grandchild for Prince Albert. 

It is possible that when the Northwest 
returns to Prince Albert from Grand Rapids 
she may bring to Edmonton Capt. Ross’ 
grading outfit to work on the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway.
